The Capture of Fort Fisher. 
A detailed account of the fail of Fort Fish- 


er will be found in thsse columns. It was 
optor»d by our_iind mud naval forces on the 
3Mh inst. 


Fort Fisher commands the entrance to 


C«pe Fear river, »nd the rusult is admitted 
by the rebels to be equal to tho closing of 
the harbor of Wilmington. It is situated" 
eighteen miles below the cilr, and is tliu 
main defence to the entmnce of the river. 


This victory to the federal arms will prove 


one of the most disastrous evi-nls that has 
befa-len the rebel causa, ll was a point 
which they valued as of the greatest impor- 
tance, and was one which they felt, or pre- 
tended to feel, great confidence in being able 
to hold. By its capture their most impor- 
tant aeapon is closed against them, and they 
are deprived of maritime advantages whic!) 
tber can illy spare. 


To the federal cause the result is one of in- 


calculable advantage. The union forces will 
henceforth control the principal and only 
practical railroad line between Wilmington 
and Charleston, against which latter point 
Grant and Sherman art reported to be mo- 
ving simultaneously. 


The signs are now hopeful, more th:m ever 


before, of the speedy overthrow of the rebel- 
lion. They are seen in the capture- of Sa- 
vannah, and in the strong union feelins that 
prevails there, and wherover else the union 
armv has rescued tho southern people from 
the ruinous rale of Davis and Irs associate's.
